DETAILED ACTION 

The following office action is in response to the After Final Amendment filed on February 28, 
2008. Claims 1, 3-12 are pending. Claims 2, 13-16 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach a user interface 
designing apparatus comprising event handling editing means for editing event handling for a 
state transition in each of the state of the composite display part. The prior art of record, 
Oldfield, relies on the application, not the user interface for event handling, and further, Oldfield 
does not edit event handling. 

With respect to dependent claims 3-12, they are allowed as they depend upon an allowed 
base claim.
